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WINTER RECORDS 

Prize observations of January were garn- 
ered by the Adult Study Center Popular 
Ornithology Class: 40 species on Jan. 4th in 
St. Charles County including 8 species of 
ducks, one of which was the seldom seen 
Greater Scaup, several Brewer's Blackbirds, 
1 Golden and 1 Bald Eagle, 3 Short-eared 
Owls, and the first or at least one of the few 
January records of the Great Blue Heron in 
the St. Louis area. 

An unusual winter record is a Northern 
Yellow-throat reported by Father Link at 
Pere Marquette State Park, Dec. 28. Bewick’s 
Wren wintered at the Park. William Dierker 
had a Brown Thrasher at his feeding station 
in Pine Lawn all winter. Earl and Jim Com- 
fort, and Mr. and Mrs.Clinton N. Day had 
5 Short-eared Owls in St. Charles County 
Jan. 11.Marvin Beckmann, Louis Weber, and 
Reed Harkness located two Winter Wrens and 
a Hermit Thrush Jan. 25 at Jedburg. Jimmy 
Jackson saw a Lapland Longspur at Lake 
Park, Jan. 22. 

Mrs. Geo. Oonk, mother of bird club mem- 
ber, Geo., Jr., who is attending the Univ. of 
Mo. this winter, reports the daily visits of a 
Red-breasted Nuthatch and Golden-crowned 
Kinglets to a winter feeding-station near the 
Oonk home, 331 E. Scenic Drive. 


THE BIRDER OF ‘41

In 1940 he finished at 
214; in ‘41 he was out in front with a total of 
220 species for the year. Next in line was 
Mrs. Arnold Zempel at 212 beating out with 
womanly superiority Dr. Zempel who ran the 
Mrs. a good race at 211.

201. Regretfully out of the running were the 
all-time record holder, Miss L. R. Ernst, and 
Wayne Short, who trailed Miss Ernst in that 
record-breaking year of 1939, 231 to 228. 


THE YEAR’S TOTAL 


Laurels to us all: Total species recorded by 
all Club observers in 1941 was 243. About 
315 species are possible in the St. Louis area 
if all accidentals and casuals were to be seen 
during a one-year period.
